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MPs write to say 'bring back our girls’ 



BRIDGEND MP Madeleine Moon 
came together with other women MPs 
from Wales and the rest of the UK to 
add their voices to the campaign to free 
the 276 missing Nigerian school girls. 

It has been almost five weeks since 
Boko Haram kidnapped nearly 300 girls 
from their school in north-eastern 
Nigeria. 


The crime has prompted international 
outrage with public figures from the First 
Lady of the United States to the Prime 
Minister joining the campaign to pressure 
the militants to free the children. 

On Tuesday, May 13, women MPs from 
all parties in Westminster came together 
to join the chorus of opinion demanding 
the girls' safe return. 


Speaking after the event in Parliament, 
Madeleine Moon said: ^^hile this crime 
in Nigeria has rightly united the world 
behind efforts to free the school girls, I 
have been astonished by the level of 
interest from Bridgend constituents. Over 
the past few weeks I have received 
numerous letters from people calling for 
action to be taken." 


Scams Awareness 
Month uncovers 
fraud attempts 


LOCAL residents 
have responded to 
an appeal made by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
Trading Standards 
team to report 
instances of scams. 

The service made the 
appeal as part of Scams 
Awareness Month, and 
has already received a 
number of calls and 
emails from local 
residents. 

One tactic that is 
currently popular among 
scammers is hacking 
into people’s email 
accounts and sending 
messages to the person’s 
friends and family 
asking them to send 
money as they have 
been involved in an 
accident in a foreign 
country. 

The recipient may not 
know that the person’s 
email address has been 
hacked by the scammer, 
which may make the 
message seem to be a 
genuine plea for help 
from a loved one. 

Other reported scams 
have included phone 
calls purporting to be 
from the Office of Fair 
Trading to discuss the 


purchase of timeshares, 
and emails from a fake 
‘iTunes’ email address, 
asking recipients to 
click a link to confirm a 
purchase that they 
haven’t made. 

BCBC Deputy 
Leader, Coun David 
Sage, said: “Scams 
Awareness Month really 
helps to illustrate the 
scale of the problems 
caused by scammers 
both locally and across 
the UK. 

“Our Trading 
Standards service is 
well aware of the 
shocking levels that 
scammers will stoop to 
in order to dupe people 
out of their money, but 
in many cases scams go 
unreported, so these 
recent developments are 
likely to just be the tip 
of the iceberg. 

“The only way for us 
to stop scams is by 
ensuring that everybody 
is aware of the tactics 
being used by 
scammers, so Fd 
encourage all residents 
who think that they may 
have been targeted by a 
scam to report their 
experience as soon as 
possible, so that we can 
spread the word.” 


The Trading 
Standards service is also 
reminding residents that 
they may be the target 
of a scam if: a call, 
letter, e-mail or text has 
come out of the blue; 
you’ve never heard of 
the lottery or 
competition that is 
being referred to; you 
didn’t buy a ticket (so 
you can’t win it!); you 
have been asked to send 
money in advance; you 
have been told to 
respond quickly, so you 
don’t get time to think 
about it or ask family 
and friends before you 
decide; you are being 
told to keep it a secret; 
and you have been 
offered something for 
nothing. 

A spokesman said: 

“If something seems too 
good to be true, then it 
usually is.”

Bridgend county 
borough^s role in 
adoption service 


PLANS to create a new 
‘Western Bay Regional 
Adoption Service’ that covers 
Bridgend county borough, 
Neath Port Talbot and 
Swansea are on track to be in 
place by the autumn, BCBC 
cabinet members have been 
told. 

A spokesman reported that good 
progress is being made on the regional 
arrangement, which will form part of a 
new National Adoption Service for 
Wales which aims to improve services 
for both adopters and children who are 
seeking adoption. 

The aim is to make the adoption 
process more consistent across Wales, 
build on best practice that local 
authorities currently have in place, 
reduce bureaucracy and address any 
weaknesses that have been identified 
in the current provision. 

The three councils that comprise the 
Western Bay Regional Adoption 
Service all have relatively high 
numbers of ‘looked after children’, and 
all face challenges in recruiting enough 


adopters to meet demand. 

“Those challenges will continue in 
the new collaboration, but the three 
authorities are going into the new 
arrangement from a strong position as 
their current services are highly 
regarded, with Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s adoption service 
recently achieving a glowing 

inspection from the Care and Social 

Services Inspectorate Wales 

(CSSIW),” said Coun Huw David, 
BCBC cabinet member for children 
and young people. 

“The Western Bay Regional 
Adoption Service will be one of five 
regional adoption services that form 
the new National Adoption Service. 
Each council will fully retain their 
statutory duties for adoption, but fulfil 
those duties through regional 

collaborations. 

“This new approach will maximise 
resources so that improvements can be 
made to ensure that children requiring 
adoptive placements are speedily and 
appropriately matched with adopters 
who can meet their needs for their 
entire childhood.” 


AM warns residents to 
be phone scam aware

A PORTHCAWL 
group is hoping to 
repeat its success 
with a project that 
brightened up an 
area of the town.

Robin Eggleston told 
The GEM that a few 
months ago, residents 
cleared the coastal path 
after storms had scattered 
stones and boulders 
across a large area, but he 
emphasised that more 
needs to be done. 

“After last winter’s 
storms which struck at 
the time of very high 
tides, our coastal path 
suffered much damage. 

“We managed to deal 
with the rocks lifted by 
the sea onto the path’s 
grass - including one so 
heavy that two men 
could not move it. 

“A local man, Lee 
Williams, solved this by 
smashing it with his 
sledge hammer, and we 
were then able to move 
the bits back onto the 
rocks. 

“We were left with 
other damage that we 
could not repair. 

“The sea burst from 
the path side of the 
wooden gate connecting 
the path and car park, and 
left an enormous 
puddle - not welcoming 
for walkers. 

“Elsewhere, bits of 
path were made too 
narrow, washed away by 
sea and rain. 

“There were two

places next to the corners 
of field walls that were 
very slippery - the 
Coastguard were called 
to one place three times 
after people slipped. 

“On one occasion, the 
air ambulance had to take 
a casualty to hospital.” 

Mr Eggleston got in 
touch with MP Alun 
Cairns to see what could 
be done. 

Mr Cairns said he had 
listened to local 
residents’ concerns 
relating to the section of 
the Wales Coastal 
Eootpath that runs from 
Ogmore-by-Sea beach 
car park towards 
Southemdown. 

“There are a number 
of issues which are 
having a detrimental 
effect on the footpath and 
general area. 

“The increased 

pedestrian traffic has 
eroded the common and 
some areas are very 
narrow. 

“Much of the grass 


binding the sand and soil 
has been eroded and 
when it is wet it becomes 
dangerous. The footpath 
accessing the beach is 
also an issue and needs 
attention. 

“There is a need to 
take action to protect this 
special area on the 
Heritage Coast. 

“It is a fantastic 
resource that needs to be 
accessible in a 
sustainable way.” 

Mr Cairns said he 
hoped a strategy could be 
devised to resolve the 
problems. 

“I appreciate this may 
not be an easy fix but 
have asked the local 
authority and Natural 
Resources Wales to look 
into the matter. 

“There may be some 
simple solutions that can 
be developed and easy to 
achieve in the short term, 
while others may have 
wider funding issues and 
need a longer term 
planning strategy.”

£100 fine for 
school run 
crash driver

A RETIRED 
engineer whose car 
ploughed into 
adults and children 
outside a Vale 
primary school, 
causing a number 
to suffer serious 
injuries, has been 
fined £100 after a 
three-day trial at 
Cardiff 

Magistrates’ Court. 

Judge Bodfan Jenkins 
found Robert Bell (62) 
of Beaufort Way, 
Rhoose, guilty of 
driving without due care 
and attention. 

He was also ordered 
to pay costs of £1,130 
plus a £20 victim 
surcharge. Four points 
were put on his licence. 

One of the adults 
injured, Karin Williams 
(61) who stood in front 
of the car to protect 
some of the children, 
described the fine as 
“simply pathetic”. 

The judge told Bell, 
who claimed he had a 
coughing fit seconds 
before losing control, 
that he had failed to 
deal with it properly. 

The result was that 
his right foot - he was 
wearing flip flops at the 
time - pressed down on 
the throttle and not on 
the brake. 

His misjudgement, 
said the judge, had 
“horrendous 
consequences”. 

He added that this 
was a tragic case for 
everybody involved, 
and something Bell 
would have to live with 
because of a momentary 
lapse of concentration 
and misjudgement. 

Prosecutor Lisa Jones 
said the accident 
occurred at about 
8.50am on June 20 
outside the school. 

Bell was driving an 
Audi convertible with a 
passenger when he lost 
control, injuring seven 
pedestrians, and Bell 
himself. 

Mrs Williams, who 
received a Daily Mirror 
Pride of Britain award 
for her bravery, was in 
hospital for nine weeks. 
An injured child was 
unconscious and on a 
life support for three 
days, and still receives 
treatment. 

Mrs Williams had 
many injuries, including 
a broken leg, fractures 
to both knees, 
haemorrhaging of the 
brain and a broken 
elbow. 

One witness, a 
childminder, said Bell’s 
car “sideswiped a 
number of people” and 
added: “It was chaos 
with parents and 
children screaming.” 

Bell, who was 
rescued from the vehicle 
which turned upside 
down, had suffered head 
wounds, and was 


barefoot, said at the 
scene: “Did I do 
anything wrong, was it 
my fault?” 

Another witness saw 
children “cartwheeling 
through the air”. 

The vehicle, it was 
stated, had covered 
161,000 miles before 
the accident and had 
been in a good state of 
repair. 

Bell told the court 
that he approached the 
school at about lOmph 
but the next thing he 
was aware of was 
hanging upside down 
from his seatbelt. 

“I didn’t know where 
I was. I was struggling 
to slip the seatbelt.” 

He said his vision 
was not clear and he 
had a nasty cut to the 
head. 

He saw a child 
bleeding heavily and 
added: “I thought she 
had no chance.” 

He was taken into the 
school where he 
received treatment and 
was interviewed by the 
police. 

He revealed that he 
was a diabetic and had 
had a drug removed 
because it caused him 
coughing fits. 

Professor Alan 
Morice, an expert in 
respiratory medicine, 
said the coughing fit 
experienced by Bell 
could have caused an 
involuntary reaction of 
the limbs and the person 
responsible would have 
no memory of it. 

He said that 25 
people per year are 
killed on the roads 
because of this. Bell, he 
said, had had a 
coughing condition 
diagnosed in the 1990s. 
Bell, he believed, 
suffered a cough 
syndrome involving a 
split-second loss of 
consciousness. 

“All the evidence 
pointed to this,” he said. 

Earlier in the trial, a 
statement was read from 
Mrs Williams in which 
she said she suddenly 
heard a revving noise on 
the crossing, and was 
aware of a car coming 
towards her at speed on 
the wrong side of the 
road. It collided with a 
bollard, she said, and 
turned over. 

She recollected 
seeing the driver’s eyes 
wide open and he was 
gripping the steering 
wheel tightly. 

The next thing she 
remembers, she said, 
was being in great pain 
under the car. 

The court heard it’s 
likely that civil 
proceedings might take 
place concerning the 
accident.

Debbie Kerswell, the 
catering manager at St 
Clare’s does her best to 
ensure that pupils like 
Cara have a varied 
choice every day. 

The catering staff 
created a week long 
menu of dishes which 
were completely gluten 
free. This was no easy 
task, as Debbie 
explained. “There are a 
lot of foods which we 
assumed would be fine to 
use, but when we looked 
closely we realised we 
couldn’t. Cornflakes, 
sausages and fish fingers 
for example, all contain 
gluten, so we had to find 
a way around this.” 

The week’s menu was 
an eye opener for pupils 


and staff, who discovered 
more about the foods 
people with Coeliac 
disease can and can’t eat. 

The menu was packed 
with delicious meals 
such as sweet and sour 
pork, spaghetti 

bolognese (with gluten 
free pasta, especially for 
Cara), and a delicious 
chorizo and vegetable 
paella. 

Cara, who has had to 
opt for gluten free 
choices for the past eight 
years, said that she gets 
very frustrated with the 
lack of choices in 
supermarkets and 

restaurants, and by the 
fact that when she finally 
finds a product she likes 
and can eat, it will often 
get discontinued. 

“This week has been a 
great way of raising 
awareness, and now 
everyone can understand 
what it’s like for me,” 
said Clara, after tucking 
into a scrumptious 
gluten-free chocolate 
brownie {above).

growing 
up, I would help 
my mother by 
doing ‘messages’ - 
going to the local 
shops for groceries: 
there were no large 
supermarkets, all 
of our local shops 
were small, though 
some were parts of 
recognised chains 
of stores. 

All of the shop 
keepers were known 
by name and even now 
I can remember the 
name of the 
greengrocer and the 
haberdasher. 

I can remember 
going to buy bread and 
bacon, and 

shopkeepers asking me 
if it was for my 
mother, one of my 
aunts or my 
grandmother, all of 
whom bought different 
products. The 
shopkeepers knew me, 
my family, and 
individual shopping 
choices. 

This form of 
shopping has mostly 
gone now. As more 
women have entered 
the workforce. 


supermarkets have met 
the need for the once a 
week large shop, rather 
than the daily one. In 
my childhood, shops 
were never open on 
Sunday. 

Parliament closed 
for business last 
Wednesday, ahead of 
the pomp and 
ceremony of the state 
opening and the 
Queen’s speech in 
early June. The last 
piece of legislation 
MPs debated on the 
Wednesday provided 
controversy and gave 
MPs plenty to think 
about over the short 
recess. 

The Government’s 
Deregulation Bill is a 
patchwork of different 
measures the 
Government has drawn 
up to cut ‘red tape’ and 
scrap what it sees as 
burdensome regulation 
across the UK. 

Many of the changes 
already in the bill are 
controversial enough, 
but one change, 
proposed by backbench 
MPs, generated 
particular attention. 

This was an 
amendment to scrap 
the current Sunday 
trading rules and allow 


unrestricted trading by 
shops of all sizes on 
Sundays. 

Needless to say, the 
proposal generated 
strong opinions among 
retail workers and the 
public at large. 
Although the proposal 
didn’t come from 
ministers, the evidence 
suggests the 
Westminster 
Government has 
closely considered the 
idea. 

There have been 
three consultations on 
the issue in the past 
four years: each time, a 
large majority has 
favoured maintaining 
the current 
compromise between 
large and small stores, 
and the prospect of 
change has been 
quietly dropped. 

In a 2011 

consultation, 90 per 
cent of respondents - 
including companies, 
staff and the public - 
supported retaining the 
current system. 

The current system 
is a popular 
compromise between 
restricted hours for 
larger stores on the one 
hand, and unrestricted 
hours for smaller.

Organ donation: ^make 
your views known’ 


THE speaker at Merthyr 
Mawr WI’s April meeting, one 
of our members, Rosemary 
Rowe, gave an illustrated talk 
entitled, ‘How Lever Brothers 
impacted on my young life’. 

With the help of slides, she spoke 
about the lovely buildings, the art 
gallery and wide green open spaces 
that make up Port Sunlight. 

Gwerfil Gardner gave the vote of 
thanks and the evening was rounded 
off with a fish and chip supper. 

President Margaret Batten 
welcomed Judith Lucas, the county 
adviser, to the annual meeting in May. 
The resolution for this year concerns 
organ donation. 

The National Federation of 
Women’s Institutes notes that three 
people die every day while waiting for 
an organ transplant. 

It calls on every member of the WI 
to make their wishes regarding organ 
donation known and to encourage 
their family and friends of their local 
communities to do likewise. 

It is hoped this will increase the 
number of organs available for 
transplant. The situation in Wales is 
different to the rest of the UK because 
in 2015 a new law comes into effect. 


compromise that works 
for both customers and 
workers. 

A recent poll found 
that, if anything, the 
UK public would like 
these restrictions to go 
even further. A March 
2014 poll by ComRes 
found that 77 per cent 
of consumers support 
the current Sunday 
trading rules, with 56 
per cent calling for 
greater restrictions. 
Despite this, the 
Government is, at 


least, considering the 
idea. 

Many are worried 
that Pandora’s Box has 
already been opened 
when the UK 
Government relaxed 
the rules on Sunday 
trading for eight weeks 
during the London 
2012 Olympics. 

Several ministers 
were keen to make the 
relaxation of the rules 
permanent, despite the 
fact that the results of 
this experiment were 
mixed at best. 

During the eight 
weeks’ extended 
opening for the 
Olympics, 30 per cent 
of stores reported 
seeing the same 
number of customers, 
while 51 per cent of 
staff felt pressured to 
work longer hours. 


More alarmingly, the 
Association of 
Convenience Stores 
reported a 20 per cent 
reduction in sales over 
the eight weeks’ 
period, and 30 per cent 
saw a reduction in 
footfall. 

One of the main 
arguments in favour of 
changing the rules 
during the Olympics 
was that it would help 
increase consumer 
spending and boost the 
economy out of 
recession. 

However, in most 
cases sales did not 
increase notably. Most 
people only have a 
fixed amount of 
money to spend, 
longer opening hours 
mean that people 
spread out what they 
spend over one extra 


day, not spend more 
overall. 

Fortunately, last 
week the change 
wasn’t agreed to and 
the current system is 
secure for the time 
being. The current 
system works. It 
offers a compromise 
that gives people the 
freedom to shop and 
workers the possibility, 
but not the absolute 
requirement, of 
working - and it gives 
a much-needed boost 
to local, independent 
stores. 

Whether it is for 
religious, social, or 
simply practical 
reasons, Sundays are 
at the moment a 
special day within the 
week, and I believe 
they should be 
preserved that way. 


Every Welsh resident will be 
deemed to have given their consent to 
donate their organs, unless they opt 
out.

A town’s library 
receives £250,000 
investment boost 


THE Vale Council has secured 
a grant of £120JOOO to 
refurbish Llantwit Major 
Library in what has been 
described as a ^‘major boosf^ to 
the town, writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

The funding will be added to 
£130,000 already set aside by the 
council to provide a total investment 
of over a quarter of a million pounds 
into the building. 

The Vale Council cabinet approved 
the funding last week. 

Local councillor Gwyn John said 
he was “absolutely delighted” 
funding had been found to fund 
improvements to the library. 

He told The GEM: “Llantwit First 
Independent Vale councillors have 
pressed for a long time for 
improvements to the library. 

“V7e were extremely disappointed 
when the previous administration 
decided not to support the library in 
Llantwit Major when funding became 
available. 

“These improvements will be 
another major boost for our town 
which has benefited since the current 
coalition took over the administration 
of the Vale Council.” 

MODERNISE 

Coun Stuart Egan, the cabinet 
member responsible for library 


services, insisted the investment 
demonstrated the council’s 
commitment to providing the best 
library service possible. 

“The council has funded 
improvements to the exterior of 
Llantwit Major Library in recent 
years. 

“However, further investment is 
needed in order to modernise the 
interior and make it attractive and 
easier to use. This is what this extra 
investment will be used for. 

“As part of the improvements, the 
most popular library features and 
stajffacilities at the library are to be 
moved to one end of the building. 

“This will free up the main public 
space and allow for a new flexible 
design and easier access. 

“New lighting and a new heating 
system will be added and these will 
improve the building’s energy 
efficiency and help save money in the 
long term.” 

He added: “Once this improvement 
work is complete, the town will have 
a top class library building for the 
local community to enjoy. ”

shortly and will also include new 
disabled toilet facilities, as well as 
renovations to the outside of the 
building which will create a brighter 
and more welcoming look.

W HILE 
many 
movie 
monsters have 
come and gone, 
one of the most 
indelible was 
Godzilla. 

Having rampaged 
through Japanese 
cinema, and battled 
against the likes of King 
Kong and (yes, really) 
SpaceGodzilla, his 
American reimagining 
resulted in the mediocre 


self-titled film in 1998. 
It’s taken 16 years to 
bring him back to 
Hollywood screens, and 
he reappears under the 
direction of Monsters ’ 
Gareth Edwards. 

Joe Brody (Bryan 
Cranston) is a physicist 
completely devastated 
when his wife dies in a 
nuclear power plant 
accident which sees it 
completely levelled. 

Fifteen years later, 
Joe remains convinced 
that a natural disaster

It seemed inevitable, 
given the iconic status 
of the creature, that 
Hollywood wouldn’t let 
a sleeping Godzilla lie, 
and putting it in the 
hands of Gareth 
Edwards, a man who 
showed with the low- 
key but wonderful 
Monsters that he has a 
handle on giant 
creatures, seemed a 
clever move. 

Going for a solemn, 
realistic tone (or doing a 
‘Nolan’ as I’m sure it’ll 
be referred to in years 
to come), Godzilla hits 
home, but misses the 
mark in many ways, the 
film a pleasing 
spectacle but one that 
doesn’t reconcile its 
attempts at solemnity 
with giant creatures 
battling it out. 


Edwards’ direction is 
bit hit and miss, 
Godzilla himself and 
the creatures he’s 
fighting lensed with 
style with a knowing 
wink and nod to the 
original Toho films, the 
film homaging the 
efforts that have gone 
before but through the 
prism of 21st century 
realism. 

Yet Edwards’ real 
failings come in some 
cliched shots (dog 
running away and 
keeping one step ahead 
of trouble, driver 
wiping his steamed-up 
window to see a 
monster) and his 
inability to marry the 
action and scope (which 
is well done) to the 
human narrative playing 
out alongside it, 
something that his debut 
effort managed with 
ease. 

He also frustratingly 
cuts away from the 
action several times, 
being teased with a 
monster smackdown 
before the camera cuts 
away to the human 
action; while a cut to

news footage of the 
battle is cleverly done, 
much of the time it just 
proves frustrating, 
especially as the titular 
character seems to take 
a supporting role to not 
just the human element 
but also other creatures. 

You want more 
Godzilla, but sadly you 
don’t get it, particularly 
as he is incredibly 
rendered by the special 
effects team, rather than 
looking like the 
Monsters offcuts the 
other creatures feel like. 

Max Borenstein’s 
script makes the crucial 
misstep of (as well as 


using certain elements 
oddly lifted from the 
1998 debacle) failing to 
give the creatures any 
personality, anything to 
hang any level of 
interest in other than 
surface curiosity; 
Godzilla gets away with 
it to a degree given his 
pop culture status, but 
it’s not enough to truly 
engage, we don’t feel or 
care for him as we 
should do. 

This also applies to 
the human cast, the 
characters lacking any 
real personality or 
depth; they are meant to 
be our eyes into this 
world, and despite the 
tragedies that befall 
them you still don’t feel 
all that moved by their 
story. 

Bryan Cranston’s 
performance is the most 
touching, but is more of 
an extended cameo, 
while Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson’s naval 
lieutenant is little more 
than just a blunt object 
lacking in anything 
engaging, the 
performance matching 
the character. 

Elizabeth Olsen, as 
gifted an actress as she 
is, is saddled with a 
character that does very 
little than run through 
levels of concern, the 
actress resorting to 


opening her mouth 
wider and wider to 
convey the levels of 
distress, while Ken 
Watanabe and Sally 
Hawkins (two Oscar- 
nominated actors) as a 
pair of scientists may as 
well be called the 
doctors of exposition, 
having little to do than 
open their mouths in 
wonder and relay 
various plot details. 

The film is a 
frustrating one, 
reverential to its source 
material, and faithful to 
the nature of the 
character - while the 
theme of man’s 
relationship with nature, 
and man’s use of 
science to push 
boundaries, is one that 
seems part of the 
general blockbuster 
mood at the moment. 

However, the 


spectacle aside, 

Godzilla’s frustrating 
elements are the things 
that linger the most. 

VERDICT: The 
excitement of seeing the 
‘ming of the monsters’ 
realised faithfully for a 
western audience aside, 
Godzilla is a film 
hamstrung by the 
weaknesses of a 
cumbersome script and 
the lack of personality. 

Impressive spectacle 
doesn’t make up for an 
unengaging human 
element, and it’s this 
inability to meld these 
elements together that 
ultimately renders 
Godzilla a pleasing, but 
unsubstantial, and 
ultimately frustrating, 
effort.

Microchip solution 
to lost family pets

BRIDGEND MP Madeleine 
Moon visited the Dogs Trust 
re-homing centre in Court 
Coleman to observe the free 
microchipping of dogs, a year 
ahead of the introduction of 
the introduction of mandatory 
chipping in Wales. 

She said that March 1,2015, will be 
a big date for owners in Wales when 
all dogs in the country will be required 
by law to have a microchip. 

The Dogs Trust in Bridgend 
supports this change and believes that 
microchipping is the most effective 
way of ensuring lost or stolen dogs are 
returned to their owners. 


The effects of microchipping were 
already being felt, with a seven per 
cent decrease in lost dogs in Wales this 
year alone. 

“This means fewer stray dogs, 
improved animal welfare and a 
reduction in the pressure on local 
authority dog warden services,” Mrs 
Moon said. 

“I am always impressed by the 
work of the staff and volunteers at the 
Dogs Trust re-homing centre. Their 
dedication is a pleasure to watch and 
even briefly to be part of. 

“The microchipping was quick and 
effectively carried out, with dog 
owners given clear instructions on the 
care of their pet for 48 hours after the 
procedure was completed. ”

This would mean that 
co-mingling councils, 
such as the Vale, would 
have to move away from 
their chosen system and 
adopt another way of 
collecting recyclable 
waste. 

Coun Rob Curtis, 
cabinet member for the 
environment, said: “Our 
co-mingled recycling 
system has been very 
successful but it would 
appear that the Welsh 
Government would like 
us to move away from 
this. 

“The Vale Council is 
committed, not only to 
increasing recycling 
rates but to doing so in a 
way that suits our 
residents. There is a 
chance that Vale 
residents could be 
forced to use a more 
complicated system 
unless they speak up. 

“We think co- 
mingling works very 
well for our residents, 
and we would like to 
encourage everyone in 
the Vale who feels the 
same to make their 
voices heard.” 

The GEM asked the 
council to comment on 
financial aspect of the 
two types of recycling 
collection systems, and 


also asked if the length 
of contract with its 
current contractor was a 
factor. 

Responding, the 
director for visible 
services. Miles Punter, 
said: “The Vale Council 
and the Welsh Assembly 
Government share a 
desire to see as much of 
our waste recycled as 
possible. 

“The Senedd has set 
ambitious targets for the 
reuse, recycling and 
composting of 

municipal waste. The 
council believe that the 
current ‘co-mingling’ 
method of recycling is 
the best way of 
achieving these.

J OURNALISTS, and 
the public in general, 
can’t resist 

stereotypes, but they can 
be misleading. 

They are useful of course 
because, broadly speaking, they 
tend to have a deal of truth in 
them. 

However, they can also 
encourage people in a set view, 
and they get into the habit of 
taking it at face value, rather than 
seeing how things have changed. 

Bridgend, for instance, is fated 
to suffer from the accident of 
geography that places it halfway 
between Cardiff and Swansea. 
Those two cities hoover up most 
of the attention - especially in 
the past year when they both had 
Premier League sides - and 
Bridgend tends to be seen as a 
signpost off the M4. 

It’s natural, although a bit 
lazy, for people to accept this 
stereotype, but doing that would 
be to make the mistake of 
ignoring the spending power of a 
large community. 

And that spending power 
inevitably leads to economic 


activity, with entrepreneurs in all 
aspects of business seeing the 
area as a solid base for a thriving 
enterprise, and as a springboard 
for new ideas. 

This business base 
incorporates retail outlets, 
traditional manufacturing 
companies, and a growing hi- 
tech sector - which can only 
increase now that the Welsh 
Government has bought the 
Pencoed Technology Park. 

That purchase of the park 
followed the announcement that 
the science company, ReNeuron, 
was coming to the park and 
investing £33 million in stem cell 
technology. 

Also, in Bridgend town centre, 
Wetherspoons has just invested 
£1 million in a refurbishment of 
the Wyndham Arms. The interior 
has a new look and all the hotel 
rooms have been upgraded. 

Clearly, a national go-ahead 
company such as Wetherspoons 
has confidence in Bridgend and 
does not see it as a ‘backwater’. 

The Coed-y-Mwstwr Hotel, 
on the outskirts of Bridgend, is 
another company that has 
invested in the area. 


Its parent company, the Town 
& Country Hotels Group, 
recently spent £350,000 
developing the Hendre Function 
Suite at the Coed-y-Mwstwr. 

The function suite has been 
extended in response to demand, 
while the access and facilities 
have been vastly improved, in 
keeping with the newly- 
refurbished accommodation 
throughout the hotel. 

The managing director of the 
Town & Country Hotels Group, 
Julian Hitchcock, originally 
bought the Coed y Mwstwr 
Hotel as a three-star country 
house hotel from Virgin Hotels in 
1999, and the decision to invest 
has been rewarded with steady 
economic growth. 

The local authority, Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC), has over the years been 
successful in attracting funding 
for projects in the town - part of 
long-term plans to improve it and 
increase its potential as a 
business centre.

A major part of this was pedestrianisation, which 
attracted critics of course, but this reporter’s 
recollection of the town centre in the ‘good old 
days’ was of a dangerous walking area where 
people crammed the narrow pavements while cars 
clogged up the equally narrow roads. 

Gradually, residents and businesses have adapted 
to the change and there are now quite a number of 
cafes and restaurants that offer al fresco dining on 
pleasant streets. 

Recently, a revamp of Nolton Street was 
completed, and the access into the town is now 
much improved. Elsewhere, on Bridgend Trading 
Estate, a traditional business can still offer 
surprising goods and services. 

Denis Theodore of Theodore Building Salvage, 
for instance, is currently finding that his best¬ 


selling item is church pews! 

The upside of declining congregations and 
closed chapels is that entrepreneurs such as Dennis 
can buy up the pews - which are then adapted by 
home owners for a variety of uses! 

Anyone out on the A48 heading from Bridgend 
to Cowbridge early last Sunday would have come 
across a massive construction heading for Barry 
{see article on page 13). 

Eew would have been aware that it had been 
made in Bridgend - by Vessco, another company 
on the Bridgend Trading Estate. 

It was, in many ways, an apt symbol for 
economic activity in Bridgend county borough.

B ridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is currently 
awaiting final approval from 
the Welsh Government for its 
exciting proposals on how to 
spend nearly six million 
pounds of regeneration 
funding that was awarded 
earlier this year to build on 
the transformation of 
Bridgend town centre. 

The council is one of 11 local 
authorities selected by Welsh 
Government to share a bumper 
funding pot of around £100 million as 
part of their ‘Vibrant and Viable 
Places’ regeneration framework. 

BCBC Deputy Leader Coun David 
Sage, said: “We already have a really 
exciting regeneration programme 
underway and this additional 
investment could lead to a dynamic 
new era for Bridgend town centre and 
help to boost local business and 
employment immensely. 

“The overall aim is to create a 
vibrant community within the town 
centre which will generate more 
footfall and support for local traders 


and improve key facilities.” 

One of the proposals is to replace 
the ageing Rhiw multi-storey car park 
with a modern facility, while the other 
town centre car parks would also be 
upgraded to make them more 
attractive and user-friendly for 
shoppers. 

Under the proposal, the new Rhiw 
car park would include ‘pay on foot’ 
parking, which means that you take a 
ticket when you arrive at the car park 
and pay when you leave. It will 
enable shoppers to spend more time in 
the town centre without worrying 
about getting back to their car by a 
certain time. 

BCBC is also looking to create new 
homes above commercial premises in 
the heart of the town centre and bring 
vacant buildings such as the old 
McDonald’s back into use. 

Coun Sage added: “Town centres 
across the country are feeling the 
pinch as people look to the internet, 
shop out of town or are just tightening 
their belts, and we are working hard 
to reverse that trend as much as we 
can by making our towns more 
distinctive and attractive places, 
encouraging more people to come into 
our town centres and support our 
traders.”

Club: Skype update 


SKYPE was 

designed by a 
couple of IT guys in 
2005, one Danish 
and one Swedish. 

It is a software 
programme that allows 
us to make telephone 
calls over the internet 
using the same 
computer-to-computer 
connections that you 
have for going on-line. 

You are not using 
additional resources 
over and above what you 
have already paid for so 
there is no extra charge 
for the call to any other 
user anywhere in the 
world. 

The software is free. 
It can be used to call 
telephones, but even 
then the calls are 
significantly cheaper. 

Skype has been a big 
hit. By April 2006 it had 
100 million users. It was 
snapped up by eBay and 
then by Microsoft for 
big money, making the 
original writers very 
wealthy. 

Its progress has been 
relentless as it became 
available on more 
operating systems and 
devices and also 


expanded its range of 
services. 

Mike J explained the 
low cost (basically free) 
and what was needed to 
run the programme - 
just about any modem 
PC or laptop. 

Whether you need it 
or not depends on 
whether you have people 
you would like to chat to 
at length and if you are 
interested in saving 
money. 

If the answer is ‘yes’ 
then Google ‘Skype’ and 
go to the Skype site to 
get the free download. 

Installing it is simple 
as it does most of the 
work for you. Mike 
explained that it will 
search your contact list 
to identify Skype users 
already noted there and 
add them to your new 
Skype contact list. 
Others’ contacts you will 
have to identify yourself 
for inclusion. 

You have to set up an 
account with Skype 
using any name you 
wish as your Skype 
name (as long as it is 
unique) and a password. 

When you have done 
that it will run a test 
programme to see that 


everything is working 
properly (link, camera 
and microphone). If 
there is a problem, it will 
try to help you to fix it. 
Then you are ready to 

go. 

Exactly what you can 
do with it depends in 
part on the speed of your 
internet connection, but 
it will be the basics of 
showing you the ‘other 
end’ person on screen 
with a small corner 
picture of what they are 
seeing of you on their 
screen so that you can 
adjust things if your 
head is being cut off. 

Recently introduced 
is the facility for 
conference calls for 
three- or four- way 
conversations if the 
participants’ broadband 
will take the strain. The 
strain can be reduced if 
you switch off the video; 
after all, once you are 
sure who you are 
speaking to you don’t 
always need to have 
them in picture. 

Mike pointed out that 
you can send large files 
and chat while they are 
transferring.

LAST week’s Andrews report 
on care in the Princess of Wales 
and Neath Port Talbot

Keogh-style inquiry. 

During First Minister’s 
Questions, Mr Davies highlighted 
the Andrews review’s concerns over 
the effectiveness of Healthcare 
Inspectorate Wales, which it said 
had not seen or reported on what 
would have been highly visible issues 


of poor practice. 

He said that the First Minister 
had consistently rejected calls for a 
Keogh-style inquiry in Wales and 
went on: “Mortality data, horrific 
evidence, protests. Labour 
Government apologies; when will 
the First Minister see sense and 
implement the Keogh-style inquiry 
that Wales desperately needs? 

“If the independent regulator is 
missing serious failings - how can 
the public have any confidence in 
Labour’s assertions that there is no 
need for a Welsh Keogh? 

“If the First Minister believes 
people should judge governments by 
their responses, he should listen to 
the protestors who gathered at the 
Senedd today,” Mr Davies added.

HMS Dragon for a 
guided tour of the 
warship; the most 
advanced warship 
ever built. 

HMS Dragon, the 
fourth of the Type 45 
destroyers, joined the 
Royal Navy fleet in 
November 2012. 

Destroyers are part of 
the backbone of the 
Royal Navy, committed 
around the world 365 
days a year, hunting 
pirates, drug runners or 
submarines, defending 
the fleet from air attack 
(capable of knocking 
targets out of the sky up 
to 70 miles away) and 
providing humanitarian 
aid after natural 
disasters. 

The Type 45 s can also 


be used as general- 
purpose warships; they 
have huge flight decks to 
accommodate 
helicopters up to the size 
of a Chinook. There’s 
enough space on board 
to host a Royal Marines 
detachment up to 30- 
men strong. 

The guided tour of the 
ship allowed the air 
cadets to see at first hand 
the numerous roles of 
the crew and to see how 
closely they work 
together to achieve their 
mission. The air cadets 
also had the opportunity 
to ask plenty of 
questions to the crew 
about life on HMS 
Dragon.

How to cast 
your vote in 
Euro election 


WHEN voters go to 
the polls today 
(Thursday, May 
22), they will be 
asked to cast a vote 
to elect four 
Members of the 
European 
Parliament to 
represent the whole 
of Wales. 

Voters will only have 
one vote to cast and there 
will be 11 registered 
parties listed on the 
ballot paper. 

The candidates will be 
elected by proportional 
representation, so voters 
will vote for a party as a 
whole, rather than 
individual candidates. 

Voters are reminded to 
take their poll card with 
them to their designated 
polling station, which is 
printed on the card, and 
hand it to the presiding 
officer or one of the poll 
clerks on duty. 

Even if a voter has 
mislaid his or her poll 
card, he or she will still 
be entitled to vote 


providing they are 
registered. 

A voting mark should 
be in the form of a cross 
or an ‘x’ placed in the 
box next to the party they 
wish to vote for. Voters 
should then place the 
marked paper in the 
ballot box. 

Polling stations will be 
open from 7 am until 
10pm. There will be 107 
operating in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

The 22 local authority 
areas in Wales will 
conduct their own counts 
on Sunday, May 25. This 
is because voting in parts 
of mainland Europe takes 
place on that day. 

Local results cannot 
be announced before 
10pm as this is the time 
that polls close in some 
parts of Europe.

It was an even game, 
more so than the 
scoreline suggests, 
where the Welsh were 
unlucky to be on the 
wrong end of some 
controversial 50/50 
decisions in the first 
half. 

No more so than 
when they were 6-0 up 
and their half-back Paul 
Emanuelli kicked what 
looked to be a 40-20. 

The officials looked 
to have agreed this was 
the case but after what 
looked like protests from 
Oxford players, the 
decision was reversed 
and the chance to extend 
the lead was lost. 

One decision from a 
former Super League 


referee doesn’t make a 
game but it certainly 
helps. There was also the 
fact that two well- 
worked tries in as many 
minutes early in the 
second half was in the 
end the security Oxford 
needed, and with 
temperatures hot for 
rugby league in southern 
England, it was getting 
more and more difficult 
for the dehydrated teams 
to turn on the style. 

Lapses of 

concentration also cost 
the Scorpions and for the 
second week in a row, 
they’ll go away from a 
match knowing that they 
were capable of winning 
it. 

It was a strong first 
set from both sides as 
the Scorpions won the 
ball from their own kick¬ 
off and pounded the 
Oxford defence which 
remained firm. 

Scorpions worked 
their way upfield again, 
winning back to back 
sets that resulted in the 
opening try with Connor 
Earrer going over from 
dummy half; Paul 


Emanuelli converted. 

Oxford levelled when 
Alex Thompson stormed 
under the sticks on the 
final tackle of a set. 
Jimmy Rowland 
converted. 

In a carbon copy of 
Scorpions’ first try, 
Earrer put the Welsh side 
back in the lead, again 
via back to back sets; 
Emanuelli converted. 
Oxford again hit back 
when Sean Morris 
scored in the comer. 
Rowland missed on this 
occasion leaving the 
Scorpions two points up. 

JJ Baird tried to take 
advantage of the ball 
rebounding off the bar 
for a further Oxford 
score but somehow 
managed to trip over the 
ball rather than ground 
it! At the other end, 
Harrison Elliot was 
denied a try due to 
offside. 

Oxford did eventually 
take the lead. Rowland’s 
grubber was well picked 
up by Earrer but from 
the next set, winger 
Galium Mulkeen took 
advantage of a gap. 


Rowland converted well 
to make the score 16-12, 
and after winning a goal¬ 
line drop-out, they 
increased their 
advantage to 22-12 at 
the break after Rowland 
battled his way over and 
converting himself. 

Matty Hadden added 
to the score seven 
minutes after the break 
with a try to the right of 
the sticks that Rowland 
had no problem 
converting. Then straight 
from kick-off, Rowland 
and Morris linked well 
for the full-back to score 
his second of the game 
with a well-worked try 
under the sticks. Tommy 
Connick converted. 

In contrast to many 
previous games this 
season. Scorpions 
weren’t going to let the 
game go with^out a fight. 
The brilliant Earrer 
sprinted in for his hat- 
trick that Emanuelli 
goaled. 

They carried on 
attacking and were again 
rewarded with a try. 

Matt Wilcox was next 
over the line after a good 
passing move and 
Emanuelli was again 
perfect with the boot. 

And for the second 
week in a row, the 
Scorpions missed out on 
a bonus point after 
conceding a late try. This 
time it was Alex 
Thompson who made a 
strong run that the Welsh 
defence couldn’t cope 
with. Connick converted 
to put the icing on the 
cake for a hard-earned 
win for Oxford. 

In the first ever junior 
club rugby league 
match to be held in 
Oxfordshire, the far 
more experienced 
South Wales Scorpions 
under-19s side cruised 
to a 52-12 victory. 

Eor at least five of the 
Oxford side, it was their 
first ever game of rugby 
league, and for the rest it 
was a step-up from 
playing the odd 
Champion Schools 
game. 

Winning an early 
goal-line drop-out, Harry 
Boots charged through 
for the opening South 
Wales try on five 
minutes. Ben Jones 
missed the conversion. 

Erom kick-off, Rhys 
Davies offloaded to Zak 
Williams who ran 50 
metres to double the 
Scorpions’ lead. Ben 
Jones converted to put 
them 10-0 up. 

Oxford refused to lie 
down. Steven Dobson 
missed a penalty on 16 
minutes, but six minutes 
later, 15-year old full¬ 
back Ben Thomas 
outpaced his elders to 
score under the sticks 
with Dobson converting. 

South Wales 
responded straight away 
when Dan Maiden 
scored in the comer. 
Jones missed the 
conversion. 

It was end to end for 


the second quarter of the 
game. Thomas looked 
for a second for the 
home side but he was 
held up over the line. 
Scorpions were also 
denied a score, winger 
James Taylor being the 
unlucky player whose 
attempt was mled as a 
double movement after 
battling past half of the 
Oxford side. 

However when the 
ball worked its way out 
to the other wing, 
substitute Joe Eesta 
scored in the same 
position as Maiden. 

Jones was again 
unsuccessful with the 
kick, leaving the 
halftime score at 18-6 to 
the Welsh. 

The second half was 
all South Wales as their 
class showed. They took 
less than two minutes to 
extend their lead after 
Jordan Thomas 
grounded and Jones 
converted. The tries then 
followed in quick 
succession. Erom kick¬ 
off, Morgan Jeffries 
went over for the next 
try and Jones goaled 
again, then came one 
from Ben Giles, Alex 
King missing the kick. 

Jordan Thomas and 
Connor Davies both 
added scores before the 
hour with King 
converting both to make 
the score 46-4 before 
Thomas completed his 
hat-trick to bring up the 
50. Jones goaled that 
particular effort. 

Once again, Oxford 
refused to give up. Ethan 
Chapman forced his way 
over the line for their 
second of the game with 
Dobson converting to 
complete the scoring. 

At a time when Wales 
Rugby League is 
burgeoning with 
quality players in their 
youth set-ups, you 
could be forgiven for 
thinking that these 
players are likely to be 
concentrating solely on 
their own careers. 

N e verthele s s, two 
players for the Maesteg- 
based South Wales 
AASE Academy have 
been assisting in the 
development of 
youngsters as part of the 
WRU Little Stars 
programme at Caerau 
school in Maesteg. 

The programme, in 
conjunction with

and promote physical 
activity.

John Miles' Gallaflynn, a winner 
over the course at the Tredegar 
Earmers a fortnight earlier, made all 
under his trainer Matthew Barber to 
take the members' race by six lengths 
from Rich Nomad (Brodie Hampson). 

There were plenty of cheers for joint 
owners Roger Willcox and Bill 
Corrigan after their Patiicktom Bom, 
which had finished fourth in the 
Chepstow Dunraven Bowl last month, 
won the confined race under 
Llanharan's Evan David. 


The seven-year-old bay gelding by 
Brian Bom won by 10 lengths from the 
favourite Dbobe (Bradley Gibbs). 

Bridgend builder Roger Willcox, 
who celebrated his 65th birthday on 
Monday, had further success 24 hours 
later when his Lauberhom won the 
ladies' open race at the Golden Valley 
under Anna Metekohy. 

There was further Welsh success at 
the meeting when Nick Williams had a 
double on Zakopany and Once In A 
Lifetime and Gris West scored on 
Interpleader, while at the Grafton 
meeting Tom David gave David Brace 
OBE his 17th win as owner/trainer 
when winning on Bringinthebranston. 

The Vale's Tim Vaughan and Evan 
Williams both both saddled winners at 
Efos Las. Tim scored with Doc Wells 
which had been mnning in point-to- 
points earlier this season and Evan was 
successful with Definite Dream; the 
former was ridden by Richard Johnson 
and the latter by Paul Moloney. 

Pembrokeshire's Peter Bowen took 
the opener with Henllan Harri and 
Bargoed's Bernard Llewellyn won with 
16-1 outsider Euzzy Logic which was 
ridden by his grandson Robbie 
Williams. 

At the midweek Weston & Banwell 
point-to-point at Cothelstone, Pyle's 
David Brace OBE chalked up his 16th 
point-to-point winner of the season 
when his nine-year-old Cock Of The 
Rock won the men's open race. 

Cock Of The Rock's rider Sean 
Bowen has now ridden 10 winners this 
season and is four wins clear of his 
nearest rivals in the race for the 
national men's novice riders' 
championship, while Cock Of The 
Rock was winning for the sixth time 
this season. 

There was further Welsh success 
when David Prichard won the confined 
race on Roseyroo which beat the 
favourite Little Cornham by half-a- 
length.
